In the North 
what the local baker or 
milkman has to say about 
any particular team or 
player soon reaches the 
ears of both club and

Jimmy Hill, well known 
to T.V. viewers, says: 
“London is too 


cosmopolitan to have the 
really furiously keen club 
supporter. We have 
nothing like the Northern 
crowds’ support in the 
South.”’ One club that has

period is Arsenal. 

They have had seven 
championship wins and 
are now in a slump, Ar- 
senal’s total of nine semi- 
final appearances is the 
highest of any London 
club. But this is peanuts 
compared with the 17 
semi-final appearances of 
Aston Villa, 16 by Black- 
burn 15 by West Brom- 
wich or 13 by Everton.

London clubs Arsenal 
and Tottenham Hotspur, 
second and third from the 
bottom, both drew, and 
just above them their 
fellow Londoners Queen’s 
Park Rangers defeated 
Coventry City 2-0 to move 
up three places in the 
table.

ENGLISH SOCCER

_As 1 promised, this week | will be 
talking about the team | regard as the best 
in the First Division. As you all probably 
know the first division in England contains 
some of the finest teams and players in the 
world today, so you can see why, choosing 
the best of them all is extremely difficult. 

There are so many teams which could 
qualify for this very honoured title. Leeds 
last season’s League 
Championship have a complete team of 
internationals, Manchester City likewise 
and many others. But the team | regard as 
the best and most consistent over the last 
_ five to six years were the Merseysiders, 
Liverpool Football Club... 


Liverpool really 
epitomise what First 
Division football is all 
about. Their consistency, 
brilliance, skill, and all 
round good _ sporting 
ability have earned them 
many admirers, the 
world over. I think the 
most suitable thing would 
be to describe the team 
and the club set up. Here 
it goes. : 

Firstly goalkeeper Ray 
Clemence — who I 
described a few weeks 

ago, is a brilliant 
goalkeeper full of skill 
and ability. He joined 
Liverpool from Scun- 
thorpe United in June 1967 
for a bargain L18,000 and 
established himself as 
Liverpool’s first team 
keeper two years later. 
He is now one of Britain’s 
best at the job, and 
maintains Liverpool’s 
tradition in top class 
keeping. I was fortunate’ 
enough to see him in 
action in England-Wales 
World Cup Qualifying 
Match in 1973 and was 


- very impressed with his 


brilliant reflex saves. He 
has now graduated from 
Under-23 level to full 
international. : 

Next player in ‘Pools 
lineup comes defender 
Tommy Smith. What 
more can be said about 
Tommy? He has been at 
Liverpool since 1963 and 
has played over 500 
games for them. He once 
captained the club for 
_ quite a long spell, which 
was good for him and 
Liverpool. He is a great 
all-rounder, always gives 
100 per cent and is one of 
the strongest tacklers in 
the game. He has to his 
credit two F.A. Cup 
winner’s medals, one 
runners-up medal, 
League Championship 
and U.E.F.A. Cup win- 
ners medal. He has 
represented at Youth, 
Under-23 and In- 
ternational levels. A 
brilliant player. 

Alec Lindsay is next in 
Liverpool’s brilliant 
defence. In my opinion 
Alec is one of the most 
underrated players in the 
league, but I reckon he’s 
brilliant. A couple of 
seasons ago he was 


struggling to put his game ; 


together but has now 
shrugged off his critics by 
playing brilliant football. 
He joined ‘Pool in 1969 for 
L60,000, after making 126 
appearances for his home 
team Bury. He is a very 
enterprising full-back 
who also has a knack for 
goals. Remember the one 
disallowed in the Cup 
Final. He is by far the 
best kicker of a ball and is 
at present penalty-taker 
at Liverpool. 

' Liverpool’s star for- 
ward, that’s Kevin 


Keegan. He has made a ~ 


meteoric rise to stardom 
since joining Liverpool 
from Scunthorpe in May 
1971 for a pety $35,000. He 
scored in his first division 
debut after brilliant play 
against Nottingham 
Forest, and since then has 
become a regular for 
Liverpool and is now 
playing in the England 
team. He is only 5’8”’ tall, 
but is brilliant in the air, 


and a vast percentage of ~ 


his goals are scored from 
his head. He is called ‘‘the 
pocket-rocket’’ for his 
incredible speed, skill, 
dribbling, and _ goal 
scoring feats. A very fine 
player to have in a team. 

One of the nippiest 
players in the First 
Division, that’s how I 
would describe Liver- 
pool’s Brian Hall. This 
midget forward has 
really earned a name for 
himself, by playing for 
Liverpool, and has really 
put in some sterling 
displays. He was born in 
Glasgow, and signed 
professional in June 1968 
after gaining a science 
degree at Liverpool 
University. He is very 
compact, alert, 
aggressive midfield 
player who has an eye for 
the half-chance. He is an 
excellent dribbler, and 
works for the whole 
game. He has been one of 
their outstanding players 
over recent years. : 

Like Brian, Liverpool 
also. have another 
University graduate in 
their first team. I am of 
course refering to the 
brilliant Dublin born Eire 
International striker 
Steve Heighway. He 
joined Liverpool in May 
1970 after shining for 


nearby amateurs 
Skelmersdale United. He 
is really a 100 per cent 
trier who favours the left 
side attack and from that 
position scored Liver- 
pool’s goal in their 1971 
Cup Final defeat by 
‘Arsenal. 

He also scored from 
that position against 
Newcastle in ‘Pools 
victory in the Cup Final 
last season. He is playing 
better now than ever. He 


Bis by far the speediest 


player at Liverpool, and 
one of the fastest in the 
League. 

Everybody knows his 


_ Style, the way he takes 


full advantage of his 
pace, but he still manages 
to get to the dead ball line 
more time than any other 
player in English Foot- 
ball. He doesn’t get the 
credit that is due to him 
by the press, and he 
really makes more than 
half of ‘Pools goals. He is 
a terrific crosser of the 
ball, and has a tremen- 
dous understanding with 
the rest of his teammates. 

Next in Liverpool’s line- 
up comes defender Phil 
Thompson. He is a native 
of Merseyside and joined 
Liverpool as an ap- 
prentice from school and 
signed professional in 
January 1971. He is now 
very fit and is an 
automatic choice for 
Liverpool’s back four. At 
first sight of him Phil 
doesn’t look like a foot- 
baller, as he is so tall and 
thin, exactly 6 foot. Phil 
isn’t a flair player. He 
never goes in for the 
fancy work or attempt to 
start off a complicated 
move. He is well aware of 
his limitations, and plays 
it fast and simple. 
Remeber the game he 
played against Newcastle 
in the Cup Final. He was 
brilliant in completely 
keeping Malcolm Mac- 
donald out of the game. 

Peter Cormack is 
Liverpool’s _centre-half. 
He played for Hibernian, 
one of Scotland’s greatest 
clubs while at an age of 
15!, and moved to Not- 
tingham Forest for

He is absolutely 
brilliant, and doesn’t use 
all the fancy footwork. He 
is now Liverpool’s new 
captain, and was recently 
appointed captain of 
England which he really 
deserves. He stars in 
midfield or the back-four 
for his club, and plays at 
full back for England. He 
joined ‘Pools from Black- 
pool in March 1967 for 
165,000 then a record fee 
for a full back. He is so 
hard working, never

cent and has a tremen- 
dous shot, especially on 
the volley. Half of 
Emlyn’s game is en- 
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thusiasm, which is one of 
the reasons Don Revie 


chose him to captain ~ 


England. Other players 
may match him for 
ability and skill, but none 
match him for his zest. 

John Toshack is 
Liverpool’s big centre- 
forward. He hasn’t had a 
regular place last season 
because of a nagging 
hamstring injury. He is a 
very tall player and 
became  Liverpool’s 
costliest player when 
signed from Cardiff City 


_for L110,000 in November 


1970. He is a very tall and 
powerfull striker, and is 
particularly dangerous 


_when rising to far post 


crosses and is adapt to 
laying on chances for 
others. Toshack 
possesses very fine foot 
skills and is a regular 
Welsh International. He 
has certainly repayed 
Liverpool their money in 
the goals he has scored 
for them. 

Liverpool born, that’s 
Liverpool’s longest 
serving player Ian 
Callaghan. ‘‘Callie” is a 
model one club man who 
made well over 600 ap- 
pearances for this club. 
Ian made his debut in 
April of 1960. 

He originally played as 
a right-winger and was 
capped twice by England 
in that position, but now 
stars in the midfield. 
Callaghan is the 
“granddad”’ of the team 
and is now approaching 
the veteran stage, but still 
gives all the energy he 
possesses in matches and 
at training. 

In his very long and 
distinguished career he 
has gained League 
Championship Medals in 
1964, 1966, 1973 and played 
in ‘Pool’s Cup Final 
teams of, 1965, 1970, and 
1973. 

Although only a pocket 
size 5’7”’ he can still out 
pace, out think, and out 
dribble most defenders. 
In all his fourteen year 
career, he has never been 
booked. A truely 
remarkable player. 

Then comes that fiery 
forward Phil Boersma, 
who now seems to have 
pulled down a regular 
first team place. Phil can 
kick with either foot, is 
very fast, a good skilful 
dribbler of the ball, and 
has scored many im- 
portant goals for the club, 
despite his disputes with 
them. 

Liverpool’s most ex- 
pensive signing is. Ray 
Kennedy who was bought 
by ex-manager Bil} 
Shankly for L200,000..Ray 
is a fiery player, who 
always has an eye for the 
half chance. His skill will 
certainly be an asset for 
this great Liverpool 
team. 

Who can be placed with 
all the credit for building 
up such a fine squad of 
players& Ex-manager 
Mr. Bill Shankly. Shankly 
was Liverpool. He has 
been the brain behind all 
of Liverpool’s successes. 
Alas he has now retired, 
but Liverpool don’t seem 
to be suffering under new 
manager Bill Paisley who 
had many years under 
Shankly. Well, that’s 
Liverpool today. I hope 
you have enjoyed reading 
my impressions of a very 
great club.

NOT OFTEN do we sing 
the praises of junior clubs 
but the Melbourne Under 
15’s are worthy of men- 
tion because they have 
been playing all season in 
an age group above their 


own — and doing very 
well too. 
Their coach, Bill 


Allison, tells me the team 
finished champions in the 
Under 16 State League 
Colts competition which 
is the premier junior 
competition in Victoria. 
In fact they were un- 
defeated all season. 
That’s a mighty effort — 
one that the boys and 
coach Allison can be 
proud of. 

Here are some more 
interesting facts about 
the side which they call 
“The Monsters’. In six 
seasons they have never 
had a permanent captain 
until Lou Sannipoli was 
appointed half way 
through season 1974. 

The team travels about 
380 miles per training 
night to and from home. 
Boys attend training as 
far away as Hastings, 
Doveton, Mooroolbark, 
Springvale, Rosanna, and 
Brunswick.

Providing 
clubs put into law what they have already 
verbally agreed, the code in N.S.W. will 
stride into a new — and surely better — era 


next year. 


Club presidents. and 


secretaries 


recently held a vital meeting (behind locked 
doors) with the Federation executive under 
the chairmanship of Federation president 


Peter McCann. 
Mr. McCann really laid 
it on the line. He told 


- clubs the game was 


having a bad time. He 
told them it was essential 
to make sweeping 
reforms and, no doubt, 
indicated that if clubs 
didn’t agree then he 


would get out very 
speedily. 

' Surprise, surprise! 
Practically every 
proposal in the 
president’s blueprint 


(labelled the McCann 
Plan) was accepted by 
the delegates to the 
meeting. 

.. ‘They agreed to attend a 
special meeting, probably 


at, the end of this month, - 


to formally place the 
legislation — needed. And 


do an about face, NSW 
Soccer will get its new 
deal in time for next 
season. 

Here are the major 
points put by Peter 
McCann to the clubs: 
© Ceiling on imports with 
local players getting a 
much better deal. 

O No third grade teams 
in first division and at 
least five second grade 
players to be Under 21. 
0 Maximum promotion 


for one main match © 


weekly to be staged at 
Sydney Sports Ground. 
© Use of guest players 
from abroad but only 
during the first half of the 


premiership. 

O.Increase of club 
payments to the 
Federation from $1,000 to 
$2,000. 


0 Greater concentration 
on public relations. 
@.Priority to be given to 
first and second division 
matters with minor 
Soccer competitions 
being controlled by the 
amateur body. 

Probably the most 
important change con- 
cerns restrictions on 
imported players. This is 
normal procedure in 
almost ever Soccer- 
playing nation in the 
world although Australia 
has steadfastly remained 
aloof, permitting its 
teams to be filled by 
overseas players many of 
whom are mercenaries. 

The NSW _ Federation 
attempted a year ago to 
implement a local player 
rule but when’the crunch 
came, clubs had a change 
of mind and defeated the 
-proposed legislation. 
Possibly it was defeated 
because the resolution 
was clumsily worded, 
even difficult to un- 
derstand. It is to be hoped 


unless they suddenly all — 


the Federation will spell 
it out more clearly when 
it comes up this year. 

There are _ several 
points t 
rule. In language more 
simple than 
Federation has so far 
devised, I get the im- 
pression that clubs will 
not be allowed to import 
more than four overseas 
players in any one year.. 
Also, they will not be 
allowed to field mure than 
four overseas players in 
any match. In 1976 they 
will be permitted to play 
only three and in 1977 epty. 
two. 

To qualify as a “local” 
player, a man must have 
been born in Australia, 


must have arrived here 
before his 16th birthday = 


or must have been 
registered here for at 
least three years. All 
others will be classed as 


_“restricted”’ players. 
It is certainly a huge- 


step forward for local 
boys who, for years, have 
had their first team 
places blocked by an 
avalanch of imports, 
many of whom are of 
mediocre standard. 

But foreign players at 
present with clubs in NSW 
need not worry about 
being kicked out. 
Providing they were 
registered with 


Australian clubs no later 
than September 1974, they 
* will be treated as locals.

Critics of the present 
set-up, allowing unlimited 
imports, have fought for 
many years to get a 
better deal for local 
Soccer players. These 
critics have been abused 
for trying to help Aussie 
youngsters. 

Let’s get our facts 
straight. Nobody objects 
to GOOD players arriving 
here from overseas. 
Nobody objects to 
genuine migrants coming 
~to Australia to settle with 
their families and play 
soccer. 

The real objections 
concern players of 
limited skills who have 
nothing to offer the code 
here, who are often in- 
ferior to the local boys 


- they displace, and who 


frequently make easy 
cash from Aussie Soccer 
for a year or two before 
returning to their home 
lands. 

Occasionally, Austra- 
lian .clubs do pick up 
outstanding players from 
the U.K. They all hope 
to land a Jimmy Rooney, 
Peter Wilson, 
Alston, Jimmy Mackay 
or Jimmy Armstrong. 
But when you’re search- 
ing for talent from 


the transfer lists of 


English third and fourth 
division, Scottish second 
division, or even non- 
league, you’ve got to be 
very lucky to strike oil. 

Sydney Soccer is in- 
vaded annually by 
players who cannot earn 
a buck in Britain. It is 
indefensible that they 
should be welcomed here 
at the expense of good 
local kids. 

The proposed new rule 
will cause clubs to con- 
centrate on quality rather 
than quantity when they 
go talent searching 
overseas. When they’re 
restricted to four imports 
ayear, they won’t want to 
bring in inferior talent. 

Maybe this will be 
regarded as protective 
feather-bedding. Maybe it 
is, too. But if it helps to

Providing he retains 
reasonable physical fitness and his reflexes 
do not slow down, a goalie usually improves 
as he gets older. Experience is his great 
asset and this is gained even well into his 


30’s. 

For this reason, there 
should be plenty of in- 
terest in a British 
goalkeeper called Ian 
McKechnie who has 
written to ask friends to 
fix him up with an 
Australian club. 

McKechnie is 32. He has 
had a long U.K. career in 
top class Soccer and was 
recently given a free 
transfer by second 
division Hull City. 

At Hull, McKechnie 
played for eight seasons, 
notching an impressive 
300-plus first team ap- 


pearances. Before 
moving to Hull, 
McKechnie was with

If Frank Haffey can | 


stay the pace so well, why 
not Ian McKechnie?

S 
most of whom are paid. 
To be frank, half of those 
players are not worth a 
cent. 
Some wealthy clubs

The European Footbail Union (UEFA), 
controllers of Soccer throughout Europe, 
evidently don’t feel that a matter as trivial 
as a war should upset their competitions. 
-This is the only deducation I can make 
after studying UEFA’s reaction to the with- 
drawal of all Cyprus club sides from the 
European Cup, European Cup Winners Cup 


and UEFA Cup. 


The clubs in Cyprus had 
good reasons for with- 
drawing from Soccer 
competitions. Their 
country was ravaged by 
war following the in- 
vasion by Turkey in July. 

But a UEFA 
spokesman recently 
eommented: ‘‘This is the 
first time for many years 
that our competitions 
have been affected by 
non-sporting events, and 
we can only hope such 
things will not occur 
again in the future.” 

No doubt the suffering 


citizens of the island of 


Cyprus share that hope! 

For my money, the 
statement by the UEFA 
spokesman was, albeit 
unintentionally, one of the 
most callous comments 
ever attributed to a 
sporting body. It would 
have been better left 
unsaid.

But the 
opportunist Gerd Muller 
popped in two second half 
goals to level the score 
and the match eventually 
went to Bayern Munich 3- 
2 with a late winning goal.

As far as the national 
squad is concerned, Rasic 
realises several people 
are against his reap- 
pointment.

But Rasic, always the 
Straight talker, must 
inevitably upset many 
folk because he has such 
firm opinions and refuses 
to be swayed from them. 
He may be a national idol 

to most Soccer fans after 

guiding Australia into the 
final 16 of the World Cup, 
but to a few knockers, he 
is still a difficult man to 
get along with. 

He feels he has been let 
down by the Australian 
Soccer Federation on the 
matter of money for his 
World Cup efforts. Rasic 
claims he was given 
certain financial 
promises while he was in 
Berlin with the World Cup 
team last June but, 
despite this, he has been 
asked to agree that the 
ASF now owes him 
nothing. Rale  Rasic 
certainly does not agree. 

There is undoubtedly a 


gulf dividing Rasic and 


the ASF at the moment. 
That is a tragedy because 
who would doubt that he 
is, far and away, the man 
best fitted to steer 
Australia into the 
qualifying games for the 
next World Cup? Even if 
it means certain people 
sinking their pride, it 
must be hoped that peace 
can be restored between 
the Australian Federation 
and this outstanding 
coach. Personal dif- 
ferences of opinion should 
not be allowed to handi- 
cap Australia’s bid for 
further World Cup glory. 

On the club front, Rasic 
will probably stay with 
Pan Hellenic. He has 
completed only one year 
of a two years agreement 
with Hellenic. He is keen 
to stay and Pan Hellenic 
want him to stay. Apia 
Leichhardt is another 
club anxious to sign up 
Rasic but I think he will 
choose to stay with the 
Greek-sponsored _ outfit. 

Incidentally, you can 
forget rumours that Rasic 
may switch back to his 
former Soccer State, 
Victoria. He has big 
business interests in NSW 
these days and has no 
intention of quitting the 
Sydney scene.

— Hakoah, Saints, Wests, 
‘Apia in particular — must 
inevitably collect all the 
major honours. 

When a team can spend 
$120,000 on its Soccer set- 
up in one year, it must 
surely be too strong for a 
competing team with a 
budget of around $30,000. 
The rich get richer and 
the poor .. . well some 
may even go to the wall!

LEAGUE MEETINGS 


It was noticeable that 
four clubs were not 
represented at the 
Metropolitan Annual 
General Meeting. 

It was also noted that 
four clubs were missing 
when the V.S.F. Annual 
General Meeting was held 


at Olympia Rooms, 
recently. 
This robs the 


Metropolitan League of 
voting power and creates 
a picture of a dis-united 
league. There is an 
automatic fine of $10 for 
clubs not represented. 

In these days, that is 
chicken feed. The fine 
should be an automatic 
$200-$250.. In that way, 
clubs would make sure 
_ they hada representative 
present at 


In any event, clubs 


little sense oF 
responsibility to them- 


‘selves or their league. 


MATCH 
RESPONSIBILITIES 


Responsibility in their 
dealings with match 
officials and opponents 
has become almost a by- 
word in the Met. 

Most, and I repeat, 
most clubs are the soul of 
hospitality to visiting 
clubs and match officials. 
Secretaries meet the 
referee, present him with 
balls, flags, team sheets 
etc. and generally treat 
him with the courtesy and 
consideration his office 
demands. Provision is 
made for separate 
dressing accommodation 
in many cases. Showers, 
half-time and full time 
coffee or tea, etc., are all 
evidence of growing 
maturity in the league. 
But some clubs are letting 
the maority down badly. 
Referees report 
pathetically archaic 
dressing conditions at 
some grounds, or none at 
all. They also report a 
complete lack of cour- 
tesy, consideration or 
protection. 

These clubs should be 
brought up to scratch, or 
if unwilling or unable, 
they should be weeded 
out. 

Many clubs have their 
playing areas railed or 
roped off. - 

All pitches should have 
rails or ropes to keep 
spectators at least two 
and preferably three 
metres away from 
playing areas and more 
inportantly, club officials 
should ensure that all 


hese im- 
portant meetings. _ 


- relatively 


spectators remain out 
side the rail or rope, 
throughout a match. 


SPECTATORS 


With the exception of 
Middle Park, Olympic 
Park and Jubilee Park, 
little consideration is 
shown in State League for 
the comfort and 
protection from the 


elements of spectators. 


Very few grounds in the 
Metropolitan have any 
protection either under 
foot or overhead for the 
faithful who turn up week 
by week. If crowds are to 
be increased, or even 
held, stands like the new 
one at Box Hill will have 
to -be built, and more 
Satisfactory standing 
conditions for spectators 
and cover for wet days 
will have to receive high 
priority. 


FINES AND FINANCE 


Metropolitan clubs 
have only one vote to four 
for each State League 
club. The constitution 
requires a two-thirds 
majority for any change, 
‘which effectively gags the 
Met. When Australian 
matches are used on the 


oaeresieel provices a 
major share of fixtures, 
yet receives nothing for 
them. 

In total, the 
Metropolitan provides a 
major portion of the 
V.S.F.’s finance, yet they 
are regarded as 


“amateurs” and the State | 


League as ‘“‘profes- 
sionals’. State League 
players receive infinitely 
more money for their 
services than Metropoli- 
tan, many of whom 


receive nothing and in- 


some cases pay for the 
privilege of playing. 

In spite of all this, a 
player sent off in the 
Metropolitan is subject to 
an automatic fine of $10, 
exactly like a State 
League player. 

Surely this is unjust, to 
say the least. Of course, 
this fine was imposed by a 
State League dominated 
Board of Management. 
The number of players 
sent off or on three 
cautions, in the Met., has 
provided a four figure 
income ror Soccer House, 
for the last few years, but 
the fact remains that to 
put players from 
Rosebud, South Yarra, 
Mornington etc. on the 
same basis as those from 
South Melbourne Hellas, 
Footscray J.U.S.T. etc. is 
unjust and immoral. 


REFEREES DECISIONS 


Further to this in- 
justice, some of the 
inexperienced 
referees tend to resort to 
sending off, for trivial 
offences, which their 
more experienced 
bretheren would have 
dealt with less rigidly. 

It appears that in some 


. Metropolitan 


cases, the inexperienced 


referee resort to send off . 


when he feels the game is 
getting away from him. 


ELECTIONS 


A disappointing aspect 
of elections at the 
Annual 
General Meeting was the 
haphazard nominations 
for office. In a well 
organised and 
progressive society, 
nominations should be 
made in writing, at least 
seven days before the 
meeting, with the 
seconders signature on, 
also agreement to the 
nomination by the 
nominee. 

Just one more little 
point that the 
Metropolitan should tidy 
up, in their efforts to 
present a truly 
professional image. 

Having attended a 
large number of end of 
season presentation 
dinners and seen the 
extraordinary lengths 
that they go to, to give 
recognition to their 
players and hard working 
officials, 1 am impressed 
by the relationship bet- 
ween many clubs and 
their local councils. 

Councils are invariably 
ready to help clubs which 
show initiative in helping 
themselves. 

They recognise the 
community value of 
Soccer clubs, particularly 
those that cater for 
juniors | and react 


favourably to clubs that 


identify themselves with 
an area. 


YEAR OF PROGRESS 


For the Metropolitan 
‘League, as a whole, 1974 
has been a year of 
progress. The 
Management Committee 
recognises that progress 
means change, that it is 
impossible to stand still. 

They either go forward 
or backwards. At the 
VSF, AGM the 
Metropolitan put forward 
a number of motions 
which were for the good of 
the game, not just the 
Met. 

Those that were heard, 
received scant 
recognition from the 
State League. 

Fortunately, president 
Theo Marmaras 
promised a committee of 
three from State League 
and three from 
Metropolitan to work 
under an independent 
chairman, in giving 
proper consideration to 
the remaining proposals. 

To date, that committee 
has not been formed and 

it is about time it was. 

This was not to be 
brushed under the carpet, 
like so many other things 
in the past. 


FUTURE ACTION 


The Metropolitan 
League is alive and virile. 
It has a great future, but 
wise council, patience 
and unity of purpose must 
be maintained. 

Sooner or later the 
gospel of a united front is 
going to get through to 
State League and 

Metropolitan alike: 


The hard core 
segregationists must, 
inevitably, realise that 
their methods have 


outlived their usefulness 
and true progress can 
only come from a united 


_ front. 


Soecer in Victoria must 
embrace the whole state. 
If it is to go forward 
from strength to strength, 


this fact must be 
recognised and the State 
League must give a lead 
in that direction. 

The Metropolitan is 
ready and willing. How 
far is the State League 
prepared to forget its own 
selfish ends, pull its head 
out of the sand and make 
positive moves in the 
interests of soccer as a 
whole, in Victoria? 
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Waverley City players and members 
had a tremendous presentation night to 
celebrate their Second Division Cham- 


pionship.
